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Applicant's arguments filed 3/24/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The applicant arguments against the Ogawa as the same as previously indicated in 
response dated 12/5/05. In response the arguments of the Ogawa rejection, the Ogawa rejection 
of claims 35-37 were maintained in respect the broadest interpretation of the claim language. 
Ogawa' s impedance circuit, which is coupled with a control circuit varies in operational states in 
respect the voltage having one of two values (impedance), which constitutes as a change in 
impedance for enabling the device to play or not play. The applicant's claim language of fails to 
limit or exclude the meaning and/or function of selectively varying impedance. Thus, the Ogawa 
rejection of claims 35-37 is maintained. 

In respect to claim 32, the applicant's argues that the Nakabayashi reference fails to 
disclose an impedance of a selectively variable impedance to signal a state of operation because 
the changes in operation of the cassette player is based upon the selection of switches 9-12. 
Switches 9-12 are variable impedance switches coupled with a control circuit, which upon 
individual selection provides for a different operation of the cassette player and are indicative of 
a different impedance, which constitutes varying impedance of a selectively variable impedance, 
therein as claimed based. The applicant's claim language of fails to limit or exclude the 
meaning and/or function of a selectively varying impedance. Thus, the Nakabayashi rejection of 
claim 32 is maintained.
